If anything can show mora slrorjgly than 
anothor tho ruinous consequences of an 
irresponsible Government it 19 the present 
disgraceful "Bonditioii of tho trail botween 
tho head of Shuswap Lnlce and the Columbia 
river. For the beat portion o( a year, tho 
mercantile classes of bolb colonies have 
been calling on the British Columbian Gov- 
ernment to complete this part of tho route — 
the welfare of British Columbia domnndod 
it— and yet hero we aro treading on tho 
month of June, and tho trail is still unfinished 
When we look at the groat interests at slake 
in this mattor — when wa think that many 
persons hnvo been brought to tho verge ol 
rain by tho Government's noglect — it seems 
incredible how any men protonding to govern 
a country could have so violated ordinary 
prudenco or sagacity. Both colonies weot 
into an expensive scheme of atcam subsidies 
for tho purpose of affording facilities to tbo 
Calilornia miuers to reach Iiig Bend by tbo 
nearest [and cheapest route — tho British 
Columbian Government built an ci> 
pensive waggon road to mako tho con- 
nection complete betwoon tho head of 
navigation on tho Frnsor and tho com- 
mencement of navigation on tho lakes— the 
Hudson's Bay Company wore induced by all 
these elaborate preparations, to build a 
Steamer to navigate these lakes— and the 
merchants nnd miners were led to bring their 
supplies up aa early as possible to Seymour. 
Alter all this immenso labor and expense 
what is now the result ? Why that the 
trail ocross the divido is next to impassable, 
and that the whole routa is, for the 
time being perfectly useless. Can arjy-. 
thing be a sadder commentary on the 
action or rather inaction of the Government 
than the faot that Indians aro getting fijhj 
cents a pound for packing over this short 
piece of tho Big Bend route f The oonsc- 
quonco of this disgraceful mismanagement 
is, that while goods are being sacriflced at 
Seymour thoy can scarcely ho had ou French 
creek — although there is little more than 
fifty miles -between the two places, and but 
thirty of these over the mountain tango. 
Had a proper trail been cut at the timo it 
ought to have been cut, not a miner would 
. havo been obliged to leave Big Bend, nnd the 
enterprising men who forwarded cr took their 
goods up at en early period to Seymour 
would havo reaped a profitable harvest, As 
it is, although tho most cheering nows is 
being received from the gold mines, but lew 
can tuko advantago of it, and the men who 
are at work in tho diggings are obliged to 
depend principally for their supplies on the 
tedious and desporate routo by way of 
American territory. No wonder the " Brit- 
isher " has boon beaten in his own territory— 
that his energoiic Republican rival has been 
the first to establish stores at which the 
miners can bo supplied. How could any 
raco of people become enterprising or ener- 
getio under such a dead-woight of uso 
lessness as that which has been foisted 
on these young colonies. There is nothing 
in the Englishman's character to mako him 
an inferior in the race of progress, and yet 
when he comes in contact with tho America 
in nny of tho irresponsible eolonies of Great 
Britain he gets beaton. His mind seems to 
loso its vigor, and he gives up tbo contest. 
Could wo by any stretch of the imagination 
fanoy any of our firms compoting with 
the neighboring territories of the United 
Stutos, and, although having ten limes the 
difficulties to overcome, bringing steam- 
ers up their rivers, supplying their inhal- 
ants, and erecting the first stores in tho heart 
of their mineral rations ? And yo't Ibis u just 
what our neighbors havo dono vriti: 08, and 
dono without boasting nnd without nny aid from 
thoir own Government. Hero tho people aw 
called upon to pay for roads and to pay (or 
officials numerous enough almost, by standing 
in a lino, to faneo them in ; and at tho very 
moment when well-directed exertion is to- 
quired to be made the wholo seherno breaks 
down, like our cumbrous dredger, and the 
public money is shown to have been simply 
thrown away. But this is not the worst — 
tho people aro tendered completely helpless. 
Tho Government of the country may from 
beginning to end bo one continued series of 
silly blunders, but tho public are ro- 
qulred to stand aloof and quietly put 
up with tho mischief. How in tic 
nature of things could wo expect pii- 
Vato enterprise to grow under such con- 
ditions? How nan webeexpeeted tocompcie 
with men who bring their Government with 
them as thoy bring their tents or thoir blan- 
kets—as in fact part of their equipage ?— 
•who havo only to say that a thing ahull be 
done nnd it is accomplished — who are not 
required, to go down 011 their bended knees to 
sign petition after petition for-tho most triviul 
as well as tho most important necessity ; but 
who feel that tho public interest is above 
tho publio official, nnd that tho welfare of 
tho country must bo attended t ut all 
hazards. Thie, and this ouK ( lt : B w !,j 9 _ 
has given the American ►_'„_ ^vantage over 
us here. In the Awtml^g „„_ Eastern colonic* 
wo find no such lor jjgn pro .cminonco. There 
the Eogllehm*',! or ralner ll)0 co | 0I1 j s i i s able to 
moot thu citizen of the United Slates ou 
equal ground, and oftentimes eclipses him in 
energy as wall as sagooity, Hut there tlie 
pooplo govern— there is no night-mare of 
irnbucility riding them to death; tho indi- 
viduality »f the population lias tho widuut 
Boopo. Until wo have similar udvantages-- 
antil both colonies nro united under temo 
Bystom of responsible Government we shall 
oontiuuo to bo the victims of ollioial negli- 
gence or incompctciice— wo shall too bltindcr 
after blundor nnd mismanagement uficr mil- 
management destroying our prospects aiul

Monday, May 28. 
Council met nt 3 p.m. Present — tho lions. 
Chief Justice (presiding), Colonial Secretary, 
Attorney General, Treasurer, Uonald Eraser, 
11. Rhodes. 



JncdrABLB (Jeoige Luwson appeared by 

Mr. Bishop yesterday in the Police Court, to 
lay a complaint against Ann Poiteous the 
nnhnppy . woman who has figured so con- 
spicuously ol late in tho J'olico Court. A 
few days ago, Mrs l'orteous was ordered to 
enter into her own recognizanco to keep the 
peace, and within a few huurs came to Law«

LIQUOR LICENSE AMENDMENT ALT. 

A communication was rcceivod from tho 
House of Assembly, eluding up this hill with 
amendments. 

The Hon. Colonial Secretary said It wno 
only splitting straws, and was not a matter 
of much importance whether Nanaimo was 
called Colvilletown or not; but Nanaimo 
was a laige district, nnd the town sprang up 
when tho coal mine was sold to tho Nanaimo 
Company. The whole of the town did not 
front on the barbir of Nanaimo. It was 
kcown on the' map as Colvilletown, and ho 
preferred things being called by their proper 
names. 

Hon. Mr. Eraser much preferred the namo 
ol Xunaimo ; it was not only moro euphon- 
ious, but tho place was better known as 
Nanaimo — it was distinguished Irom the 
district by being culled Ihj town of Nanaimo. 

Hon. Chief Justico said there was no mare 
reason why it should not be called li. tui.no 
in the District of Nanaimo than the city of 
Lincoln in tho shire of Lincoln. He thought 
Nanaimo win better known than Victoria. 

Hon. Colonial Secretary said it was a 
matter of so much indifference that he should 
move that the Assembly's amendments be 
accepted, which was agreed to. 

NANAIMO INCORPORATION BILL. 

The Hon. Colonial Secretary said this bill 
had been postponed on l)is motion in order 
to enable tho Select Committee to take 
evidence on the petitions sent in, and to 
present their report. The Committee had 
sent in an elaborate and valuable report, 
with the evidence taken, and he now lelt 
bound to say that his conclusion was that 
no case for the incorporation of Nnnoirao 
had been made out— that, iiiu.iiioipu.1 insti- 
tutions would not benefit the place— and that 
the central government cauld doal belter 
with the requirements of the town than a 
local one. Thero wero some local affairs 
that were better dealt with by a local than 
a central government, nnd ho was an advo 
cato for doing away whenever practicable 
with centralization I but ho considered that 
to introduce such cumbrous municipal ma- 
chinery in this oaso, which would duplicate 
offices and increase taxation, would bo doing 
tho people an injustice. [The lion, gentle- 
man hero quoted Irom John Stuart Mill lo 
show tbo danger and inexpediency of grant- 
ing municipal institutions to small com- 
munities. J One or two officers must be 
thero to represent the interests of Govern- 
ment, and he thought they could do all thai 
was wanted at the present stu(jf>. Ho bad 
made careful inquiiy and lelt satisfied thai 
lo grant municipal institutions to Nanaimo 
would act as u drawback and injury to the 
place. Supposing:, however, that It would 
bandit by them, when a very huge majority 
came forward and said they did not wane 
them, the Council then needed nothing fur- 
ther, and l;o, therefore, moved that the bill 
bo read this day six months. 

Hon. Mr. Eraser as Chairman ol the Com- 
mittee, thought it his peculiar duly to say a 
lew woroj on this subject, although hs had 
been anticipated by tho lion. Col. Secretary. 
Ho was strongly in tovor of municipal in- 
stitutions wherever they could be woiked, 
but it required population and an amount of 
wealth to maintain them in their integrity, 
and if they could not be so maintained they 
became a eurso. Ho believed from the evi- 
denca adduced that u municipality would 
not be disirablo in a small pl»ce like Nan- 
aimo. The persons who would havo to beur 
tho great harden of taxation would havo no 
voice in tuo matter. Ho therefore full oom- 
polled to do violenco to his cherished princi<- 
ples of allowing people to msnage their own 
affairs by seconding the motion of tho Hon. 
Col, Secretary. 

The motion was then put and carried ncm. 
con. 

SANITARY ACT. 

This bill catno up for second rending. 
The Hon, Col. Secretary uaid ho thought 
it advisable in tho first place to determine 
whether the bill was really wanted. Ho was 
not by any means opposed to sanitary com- 
missions, and if any hon. member showed 
that Iho bill was ncoessr.ry ho should be 
happy to vote for it. At present ho looked 
upon tho bill not only aa unnecessary out as 
extraordinary. It authorixod tho Governor 
to appoint a Sanitary Commission for Van- 
couver Island and its dependencies whoso 
functions should censo on the passage of nn 
Incorporation Act for Iho town of Victoria, 
so that the small- pox might be ruging at 
Nanaimo and uo steps could be taken -to stop 
it. Thp hon. gentleman pointed out other 
objections to the bill ant) also the powers ol 
tho corporation to frame by-laws for iho san- 
itary regulation of the city. 

Somo disOQBSion ensued on tho operations 
of tho Incorporation Act. 

Tho Hon. Attorney General In nnswer lo 
the President explained that the power of 
the Municipal Council had only been ques« 
tionod in so far as it related to Iho framing 
of a by-law taxing professions. 

Tho Hon. President said it appeared to 
him on referring to the net that the Munici- 
pal Council had full power to do all that 
was required to accomplish tho purpose 

The Hon. Colonial Secretary proceeded to 
oay that it was still maintained hy somo that 
the corporation had uo power, hu thought 
they had extraordinary power when they bad 
iho power of sending a man to thu olmin 
gang for three months for not cleaning oat 
his gutter. If this bill passed it would 
ctcatu two powors in tho city whioh was al- 
ready prutneted by laws existing on tho 
Htatulo book. It would impose a second 



juri'diction that would creato a conflict be- 
tween tho Lxcoutivo nnd the Municipality, 
and be fell justified in moving that it bo read 
this day six months. 

Uou. Mr. Frnser said the bill would not 
produco a conllict because it was too non- 
sensical. Ho agreed with the previous 
speakers that tho municipality hod tho power 
to provide for the regulation of tho city iu 
coso of an epidemic. This bill provided 
nothing, and was only a piece of blank 
paper. A clergyman once proached a good 
sermon taking a blank piece of paper aa his 
text. 

The hon. President did not wish anything 
he had said to carry any weight 03 a j udieial 
opinion, as it was not right that hu should 
do so, but so far as language went it did not 
requiro much discussion to seo that tho Cor- 
poration bad the power, under the 20th sec- 
tion, to carry out tho sanitary regulations of 
tho city under proper by-laws. It appeared 
to him that thero had been a want ol know- 
ledge of the Aot on the part of tho Houso in 
passing what ho hoped bo might bo excused 
lor calling a pieco of crudo legislation. Ho 
alluded to the perfection of the English 
Nuisance Removal Ac', and thought that if 
anybody had devoted their time and energies 
in framing a bill based upon that they conld 
have done somo service. This bill was even 
more loose than usual, and would conduce lo 
confusion in bringing two powers into opera- 
tion. Ii might boa benefit incase of an 
epidemic in the country fcr a Commission to 
have tbo power ol dealing with the matter, 
but this bill proposed that Iho Commission 
should becomo inoperative the moment an 
Act was passed for the f ncorporation of tho 
City of Victoria ; and smallpox, or any olhor 
epidemic, might bo ruging in the country, 
but the Commission becumo powerless. He 
regarded Iho measure as uu abortion, and 
rogrutied that the Council should continually 
have lo lejeet bills sent up from the Assem- 
bly, as it looked liko a spirit of opposition 
and antagonism where thero should be unity 
of purpose | but in this oaso ho felt assured 
tho Assembly, as sensible tueu, could not re- 
gard the bill otherwise than as a mistake, or 
blame tho Council for rejecting it. Without 
wishing to express on extra judicial opinion 
he thought thu City Council should never 
have hesitated to carry out tho powers con- 
ferred upon them in every particular until 
they wero shown that they were wrong by 
tho highest tribunal in tho land. All the 
powers were vested in them that were es- 
sential to the performance of an act that 
wero enjoined by the gonoral clause of the 
Act. 

Hon. Mr. Fraser said tho Corporation had 
nover relused to carry out sanitary regula- 
tions. 

Hon. President referred to the ravages 
committed by lever and sickness in certain 
families, which had been attributed to a want 
of attention to tho cleanliness and sanitary 
condition ot the city. He hoped what he had 
said would be taken in good part ; his only 
intention was to rouse tjip Corporation to a 
sense of their duty. 

Hon. Mr. F'aser spoke of the expense 
which drains would entail. lie thought that 
to drain the pity in a proper manner would 
cost as much as the whole foa simple of the 
city would realize if one year was given to 
do'it in. 

Alter some desultory conversation, duting 
which the lion. Treaiurer came in, the mo- 
tion to ibrow the bill out was cairied. 
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VICTORIA INCORPORATION ACT. 

The Hon. Colonial Secretary Said tho ob> 
ject of this bill was to place the municipality 
of the ciiy on a proper basis, and ho asked 
tho Council to ullow it to go to a second 
reading. In committee somo considerable 
amendments woold, he thought, be advisable. 
He objected to taxes on roal estate for muni- 
cipal purposes when it was already taxed lor 
lbs support of the general revenue. It was 
tho rental that Bhould bo taxed. There were 
other objections that he pointed out in detail, 
and wlnoli he would propose to amend in 
committee. 

The bill parsed tho second reading, and 
the Council adjourned till Tuesday, at 3 p.m., 
when tho Imprisonment for Debt Bill will 
form tbo order of the day.

We have to announco with extreme regret 
the death of this venerable lady. The Queen 
Mario Amelie expired this morning at dure* 
mont, at a quarter to 1L o'clock. 

" Men of tho Time " givos tho following 
memoir of the deceased :— 

Maria Amelie, ox- Queen of the French, 
the second daughter of Ferdinand tho First, 
King of the Two Sicilies, born iu April, 
1782, was married in November, 100'J, to 
Louis Philippo, then tho exiled Doke oT 
Orleans. In 1814, after thu fall ol Nnpoleon, 
the Duke with his family removed to Paris, 
and tho immonso estates of his father were 
restortd lo him. He now took up his resi- 
dence at tho palaco at Neuilly, where most 
of his nine children wero bom. There his 
consort dovoled herself heart and soul to her 
maternal and parental duties. By ihe events 
of July, 1830, Louis Philippe became King 
of the French ; but his Queen never appears 
to havo valued the station lor auy accession 
of dignity and importance it gave her. in- 
deed, it is asserted that she was very averse 
to his assuming the sceptre ; she probably 
felt that his happiness, it not his good nnme 
uud his lifo might thereby be perilled; but 
when ho decided to be King, she meekly took 
her placo by his side, sharing his troubles, 
without ever seeking to sLaro his power, 
Tho French nation respected her character, 
and never imputed any o( tho King's perverse 
folly, that led, to such signal mistakes of 
policy, to her influence ; still tho strength of 
her eoul was never surmised until her husband 
found hlmsell iu danger of losing the throne, 
when she endeuvoured to prevent his abdicaf 
tion, und kneeling beforo him, exclaimed— 
"C'esl lo devoir d'un rio do niourir pormi son 
peuple!" But when be resolved on flight 
her presence of mind sustained and guided 
him, as though ho had been a child. The 
sequel is familiar to all the world. Louis 
f'hilippo and his Queen lelt Paris and lied to 
England on tho 'ifith of February, 18-18. 
Supported on tho arm of bis noble wife, ho 
reached tho carriage that bore them from 
their kingdom, and after two years and a half 
of exile he died on the 2(ilh of August, 1850, 
at Claremont, near Esher, Surrey, a residence 
offered to tho exiled King und Queen by the 
liberality of her 'Majesty , and tvliieti the ex- 
Queen occupied when this wus written. In 
1864, Queen Amulie wus present at the 
marriage of the Count -do Pan's with his 
cousin, the daughter of the Duke and Duchess 
do Montpensier. when she received from tho 
company assembled a oompleto ovation 
London Standard, March 21.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

A communication was read from the Hon. 
Colonial Secrotary, acknowledging receipt 
of resolution of Council accepting the condi- 
tions stipulated for tho employment of the 
chain gang. Received ami placed on file. 

A communication was also received from 
tho Uou. Colonial Secretary, informing the 
Couucil that Hia Excellency would not givo 
hia assent to the Sanitary By-law in i|s 
present form, although he approved of its 
general principle, and thought the matter 
one that properly came within tho province 
of the Council. The objections wero not 
against the principle, but the mode of carry- 
ing it out. Ilis Excellency recommended 
the Oottucil to appoint a deputation to wail 
upon the Attorney Uenerol to uonfor with 
him °n the subject, when the Council would 
learn on what points tho bill was considered 
defective and obtain that officer's assistance.

Of this vast amount 
Of ooffee, Brazil furnishes AC, per cent; Coy- 
lone, 13 J and South A moriciq, tho West 
Indies and Arabia tho balance, The famous 
Mocha Uoffeo which conies from Arabio 
Felix, does not make up one half ol ono per 
cent or the wholes production.
